At the melding of the Domestic 
Science Round Table, held with Mr*. 
William Floreth at her residence on 
West College avern: * Saturday a f te r ­ 
noon, Miss Geneva Morrison, visit­ 
ing nurse of the Free Clinic, present 
Cd a very interesting paper dealing 
with the work of tile Clinic. 
The 
meeting was attended by quite a 
number of members and following 
the address a social hour was en­ 
joyed when refreshments were serv­ 
ed. 
Miss Morrison said in part: 
“ My 
subject is r a t h e r a -broad one. 
I am 
going to narro w it down somewhat 
and sj>eak from the standpoint of a 
tu/berculosis nurse. 
“Early in 
the campaign against 
preventable disease came the idea 
that the only way 
to 
completely 
eradicate it was by educating the 
public, and this they realized could 
be done thoroughly only by teaching 
the individual. 
The visiting nurse 
tier ame the keynote to the situation 
for the nurse is a great go-between 
between the physician and the pati­ 
ent, the patient and the institution. 
She 'brings them together. 
She c a n ­ 
not. diagnose carses, but she can diag­ 
nose cases that should lie diagnosed 
by someone else. 
To be brief her 
duties are chiefly to instruct, inspect 
and supervise. 
Can lo»y Only Foundation. 
“The nurse is not the end of the 
matter, however. 
We cannot elim­ 
inate tuberculosis .by simply teach­ 
ing people to be scrupulously care­ 
ful. 
By our teaching we can lay a 
broad foundation, but beyond that 
we cannot go. 
There are too many 
factors which 
nullify this instruc­ 
tion and we find our careful train­ 
ing can only 
be partially applied. 
For instance, the mother of a family 
who must cook, wash and work for 
the entire 
household 
must 
neces­ 
sarily fail in her efforts to carry out 
directions. 
T he father of a family, 
overworked, 
underpaid 
and 
dis­ 
couraged becomes indifferent as to 
what becomes of himself and others. 
The boy of 2*0 carousing around pool 
rooms and street corners, who has 
never in his life known the meaning 
of self control, is not one to de­ 
velop sudden moral 
strength 
and 
consideration for others. 
The nurse 
is powerless to contend with many 
of these factors. 
She is dealing with 
people, not things, and the careful­ 
ness she is able to produce is only 
relative, not total. 
Roughly speak 
ing. about one half of our patients 
really try to be careful and one half 
either do not try or cannot succeed 
if they do try. 
Many patients left 
in their own home, even under sup 
ervision are unable to carry out 
degree of technic sufficient to In 
sure absolute safety to those sur 
rounding 
them. 
Don’t 
misunder­ 
stand me. I d o n ’t mean the nurse Is 
useless, hut th at 
the 
patient 
a 
large i* dangerous. 
The need off 
hospital facilities is thus apparent 
Problem of Small Communities. 
“ We have come to the point in the 
tuberculosis campaign 
where 
the 
p"obleni of the smaller and r a r a 
communities is compelling the seri­ 
ous attention of those interested in 
tile subject. 
The smaller communi­ 
ties, because of their smallness, have 
not had tile gospel of fresh air and 
sunshine explained to them, and so 
they look with suspicion upon any 
one Invading. 
To such a community 
the actual existing conditions must 
be made clear so that the common 
ity’s conscience may lie aroused, and 
Home way found of dealing with the 
conditions. 
T he greatest work 
of 
the visiting nurse is in building up 
sentiment, by clarifying the a tm o s­ 
phere and allowing the people just 
what the actual existing conditions 
are. 
That is what our society Is 
trying to do her**. 
“ We have simply made a liegin 
Ming. 
Our aim Is to place under 
supervision every tuberculosis put I 
eat in the city, early and advanced 
We are especially interested in get­ 
ting a hold upon the Incipient eases 
by insisting that .wherever there is 
a case of the disease 
located 
the 
members of the family and house­ 
hold have a thorough examination 
frequently. 
“The care of tuliercnlosis which 
results In decreasing the death rate 
s the only sort of care that counts. 
To gain this result the city should 
have a dispensary, a city or county 
hospital for the care of advanced 
cases and a nurse to supervise and 
instruct. 
There are many ways In 
which the W o m e n ’s club may help. 
You can use your influence to have 
existing health laws enforced and to 
cause new ones to be made and la 
many other ways
